Now he obtains some strong Indian pepper, 
which grows sbout bie hut He has long ago 
caught « labarri snake, of all snakes the most 
powonous, and the fants of this creature —with 
those of the connaconchi, he poands tegether, 
till he gets a fee powder. Bebold bim, stand- 
ing beture an earthea p+ — he scrapes the Wov- 
rali vine aod the bitter root inte flee shavings 
—putting them into a colander made with 
leaves. lie holds this over his earthen pot, 
pouring water on the shavings. A liquer 
comes through that looks exactly like thick cof- 
fee. The bulbous roots are then squeesed into 
the pot, then the snake's fangs, ante, and pep- 
per, are bruised, and also thrown in. Now he 
helds them over « slow fire, and from time to 
time, es they boll, adds mére of the coffee. 
looking julee—takiog off the seam with a leaf. 
When it is reduced to « deep brown-colored 
syrup, be poisons a few crrowe. If, after trial, 
it is found to be strong enough, It is poured in- 
to s utensil of Indian manufacture, and care. 

The 
natives take gres! care that their preparation 
shall be secure trom damp, and oftes take their 
cherished poisua to the fire, to give it protec- 
tion and warmth. 
“The act of preparing this poison,” says 
Waterton—from whom I giean the abore—* is 
not considered « common one.

LAFAYETTE’S TOUR THROUGH 
THE UNITED STATES. 


(The following incidents are from Vincent 
Nolte’s Autobiography ) 

Te the begioning of April, 1825, precisely 
when the wildest spirit of speculation was st 
work in New Orleans, and was occupying our 
almost entire attention, came Genera! Latayette, 
@@ arrival which slone could have created « 
diversion. Although in the whole population 
of the city aad its environs not one comrade 
the war of independence, nor even one 

except myseil, was there to greet 
him, still the enthusiasm with which he had 
been received everywhere was intense in Loui- 
siana, trom the tect of most of the inhabi- 
tants being of French extraction; sad mee 
were more anxious te venerate the historic im- 
portance of the actor in the Prench revolution, 


employed the intervening time in visiting the 
States of New York, Connecticut, Rhode 
Istand, and Massachusetts. He passed through 
New Jersey, Peunsylvanis, Delaware, and Mary- 
land, on his way to Wasbington, and it was 
there that the then speaker of the House, the 
late Henry Clay, introduced biw, on the 10th 
December, into the Hall of Representatives, 
and presented him to both honses therein as- 
sembled. The roomy and richly-decorated heli 
held on this occasion 2,000 persons, with all 
the foreign ministers, except the French am- 
bassador of the Bourbons. The Marquis after- 
werds told me, that sithough he hed witnessed 
very many assembiies in his own country, never 
had he received sech an impression as from 
this one; and that he hed sever been so tho- 
roughly moved by the eloquence of any man, 
not even by that of Mirabean, as by the clear 
and spirited ring of the voice of Henry Ciay. 
« It was,” he said, « the voice of a nation, ma- 
king itself beard by the mouth of « great man.” 
The whole house, as if stricken by the wand of 
an enchanter, bad risen to their feet as Clay en- 
tered, leading Lafayette by the hand. They 
sat down at the i of the oming 
speech, bat atese again at the first signs of « 
reply. They expected him to take his spec- 
tacles and s written answer trom his pocket; 
but after a moment's pause he spoke, extem- 
porancously, and in English. To Clay's re- 
mark, that he was the witness of his own future, 
be replied, that when be there found, in the 
sons of bis former and now departed friends, 
the same spirit for the general weal, as well as 
the same personal friendship for btm, no futere 
spread itself before him. The Congress, as is 
well Knows, voted to the general, es a testimo 
nial of the nations! gratitade, $200,000, and 
2) 000 acres of lend, which the general chose 
in the newly-received State of Florida, which 
had just been purchased from Spain, it having 
been allowed Lim, as a condition of the prese 
to choose trom ary unoccupied public lands ia 
the United States. After this present, the ge- 
neral resolved to visit al! the States, if only fur 
« couple of days, which, in the session of Con- 
gross, had voted for the present. Theretore he 
left Wasbington, and passed throngh Virginia, 
North and South Carolina, Georgia and Ale 
bama, to Mobile, where be found « deputation 
from New Orleans, headed by the governor, 
who had come to welcome him, and conduct 
him to their city. As! learned from the gover- 
bis first question about New (rieans was 
whether I were there, and be seemed pleased ai 
receiving an sffirmative answer. The legisla- 
ture of the State bad arranged his reception 
with the common council of the city. The 
residence of the commoa council, ihe Mayory, 
was entirely refitted, admirably adorned, snd 
newly end laxuriously turnished. A table, 
with thirty covers, was set every day during the 
general's stay, in order that be might become 
acquainted with the principe! inhabitants and 
planters. I will not speak of other fes‘ivities, 
balls, theatres, &c. Finally, one of the best 
steamers was procured, and kept ready for a 
visit to Natebez and the State of Mississippi, 
with a deputation, consisting of the governor. « 
member of the legislature, a member of the 
commea council, and « delegate from all the

general himecif. When he looked over the
